of constitutional history in any of its phases, 
to recognise bow malndroit ‘was hia ‘sug: 
gestion, that, apparently as -a matter of 
grace, -the colonies should: be represented 
by an insignificant minority in the House 
of Comnrong;. which nevertlicless on the 
fiction of their. being. represented, would 
assume rights over them. The great grie- 
vanes, of the Ameriean, Colonies, whieh, 
eventually led” to their. revolt, ‘was. that 
Parliament bad presumed to interfere in 
theix personal affairs, and in pursuance of 
this assumed right had proceeded to tax 
them. The distinction, where. they were to 
be" -respresented by a, ridiewlously insigni-. 
ficant: minority, would only agyravate their, 
inability ; the very fact of the proposition’ 
haying been made and apparently supported 
showed that the apprehension was only too 
well founded. : 
The use of Parliamentary government is, of 
course, to check the opposite evils which axe 
the necessary result of wucontrolled personal 
‘brule sand this it is able to do, as being the 
actual representative of the individuals wo 
are most likely to be affected thereby. But 
when leaving thee broad -principles, it has 
sought itself to Leeome the diiecting power 
it has invariably failed—failed, it may he 
said, at-all. times and in ‘all places. This 
failure has been the most conspicuous when 
a democracy has had fo deal with depen- 
dencies, whether colonies or acquired terri- 
tories; and is equally trua whether we go 
back to the first springs of constitutional 
history. in the republics of Greece, or in 
these modern times survey the colonial 
policy. of France; or even within these lest 
few months of the United States. In Eng- 
land itself it-has with difficulty been arvided 
in the ease of India, where 2 noisy set of 
would-be statesmen sare ever segking the 
opportunity of forcing upon the Imperial 
Government the crudest. schemes of the 
Intest political faddist. We -see a resra- 
descence of the same weakness common to 
ull democracies in the recent attempts of 
certain Inasybodies to interfere between the 
Government and the Boer Dependencies’ in 
South Africa, of which it may be said that 
it is difficult to decide whether the ignorance 
‘of the special subject or the inability to 
comprehend the general question are’ the 
wore conspicuous; but all these fade into 
insignificance before Mr. Hepprrwicx’s 
last attempt to sattle the British Constitution 
Mr. Cuaitperzaty, as a man or statesman, 
is not deficient in personal courage, but Mr. 
Cuamuentars, aswell he might, stood 
aghast at the supreme folly of the sugyes- 
tion made by the Member for the Wick 
Burghs, which in words too flattering to the 
proposer he describsd as “premature and 
a: -ademie,” and” ‘likely to be misghievous: 
“Fouls rush in,” says _the proverb, “ where 
angels fear to follow,” and a more pro- 
nounced instance of the truth of the saying 
could seareely be found than the speech of 
the member in introducing his’ resolution. 
That, if the Empire is to be a living entity; 
and not a mere thing of shreds and patches, 
some system of Imperial Government must 
be evolved is beyond question, and has- 
impressed itself on evory. thoughtful man; 
but that an English Parliament, flavoured 
by any proportion of Colonial essence, would 
meet the want, is.an idea that bas not yet 
commended itself to any practical statesman. 
This is quite independent of the stern’ fact 
that the allegianeé of the’ Colonies is due, 
not to Parliament but to the Crown direct ; 


jan this position at once raises the wide 


question of the responsibility of Ministers. 
An Empire where the tenure of office of the 
great ministers shall rest with the moment. 
ary caprice of. the British House of Com- 
mons hardly meets one’s theorctical -views 
as to the fitness ‘of things, and doubtless: in 
‘time will meet its natural solution. ‘The 
dovttine is of comparatively lnte growth, 
even in England itself, “and will doubtless 
find.
